NEW-YORK LEGISLATURE. 

The author of the following speech made in the 
New-York legislature, is a son of Massachusetts, and 
is doubtless remembered by many, as a member of the 
legislature of Massachusetts, some years ago. He 
was a representative from Sheffield, in Berkshire 
county, and was one of the aids of Governor Gore. 
Mr. Hulbert now resides at the village of Auburn, and 
is one of the most respectable members of the N. York 
legislature. The bill alluded to in the speech, was 
one to authorise females to bring actions of slander 
without compelling them to prove special damages. 


Mr. Hulbert said, he rejoiced that the time 
had come, when the committee had an oppor- 
tunity of legislating on a subject, which could 
not fail to be deeply interesting to all gallant 
and honerable men. He congratulated gentle- 
men on the happy occasion. He would not de- 
tain them with preliminary remarks, but would 
hasten to the merits of the question. 

The plain object of the bill, he said, was to 
authorise any female person, who should be 
falsely and maliciously accused by any one, of 
prostitution or incontinency, to maintain an 
action of slander against such accuser, without 
proof of any special damage. He said, as the 
law then stood, no such action could be main- 
tained, without such proof. This was a fact, 
which would undoubtedly surprise and astonish 
many who heard him, and he therefore felt him- 
self bonnd to shew that his statement of the 
law was correct. He then cited two cases set- 
tled in the Supremé Court of this state, in 
which it was decided, that words charging a 
macried wotnan with adultery, and these 
words, “* she is a common prostitute, and I will 
prove it,” are not im themselves actionable. 
He read a part of the opinion delivered in the 
first mentioned case by the then Chief Justice 





Kent, in which that great jurist says, “* We can } 


only say with Lord Holt,” “ such words are a 
greet scandal, if we could, we would maintain 
an action, but the law has ordained otherwise.” 

Such, then, said Mr. Hulbert, is the law of 
our country. But it is not that law which pro- 
tects the innocent and punishes the guilty ; it is 
not that faw, (to use the language of Hooker,) 
whose voice is the harmony of the spheres, and 
whose seat is the bosom of God. No,—it is a 
law in direct opposition to all,the dictates of so- 
ber sense, and to all the generous, noble, and 
gallant feelings of the heart. 

He then proceeded to show, that while wo- 
man are thus shamefully neglected, our own 
dear sex are treated with great kindness bv the 
law. He cited several! cases from the books, 
by which it appeared that it had been holden 
actionable to say of a Barrister or Attorney at 
Law, * He is a dunce, and will get nothing by 
his profession’—of a Tradesman, * He isa 
sorry fellow, and a rogue, and compounded his 
debts at six shillings on the pound”—of a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, ‘* He is a debauched man, 
and not fit to be a Justice of the Peace.” He 
commented sarcastically upon this last case. 
You must not, he said, calumniate his honer, or. 
to speak more profound respect, his worship ; 
—No, he is a Justice of the Peace, and a gen- 
tleman; you must not call him a debauched 
man, for it will ruin his character. But you 
may slander, to your heart’s content, his hon- 
our, or his worship’s wife ; it will not injure 
her reputation ; and who caresif it does, she is 
no Justice of the Peace,—she is nothing but a 
woman ! 

Sir, said Mr. Halbert, in these cases, which 
I have just mentioned, the law presumes 
damages, without waiting for any proof on that 
point ; and yet, charge « woman with the most 
infamous crime that she can possibly commit, 
and the law utterly withholds and denies such 
presumption. Can any thing be more unnatur- 
al and absurd! Why thus guard and defend 
the strong, and let the weak go unprotected ? 
Why prop the oak, and leave the tender plant 
to struggle with the blast ? ; . 

This rule of law, requiring proof of special 
damage, is extremely unjust and oppressive. 
In most cases of malicicus slander, it would be 
impossible. In most cases of malicious slander, 
it would be impossible to give such evidence, 
There are no windows to the human heart ; 
and the cause of its throbbing with distress, can- 
not be proved by human testimony. Sir, think 
of the wife of your bosom, or of the daughter 
whom you love, yesterday, conscious of inno- 
cence, she was enjoying happiness herself, and 
like a ministering angel, dispensing it to you, 
and to all around her—to-day, the cruel ca- 
lumnies, which, by some fiend in human shape, 
have long been circulated against her, have 
reached her ear. Like the vanishing of a 
dream, her happiness is gone. She sees the 
envious and malignant rejoicing in her ruin, 
and even in those,who still devotedly love her, 
she fancies she discovers suspicion and con- 
tempt. She ehrinks from the face of a human 
being: her heart-strings are qnivering with 
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distress ; and you behold thé object of your 
fondest affections sinking to the grave. Go not |”

MEMOIRS OF MOSES MENDELSOHN, THE 
JEWISH PHILOSOPHER. *% 
BY M. SAMUELS. 

We know of nothing more instructive or 
more entertaining than a piece of biograghy, 
the subject of which isso removed from the 
common walks of life, that we are indulged 
with a sort of a peep into another species of 
existence. Such, in many respects, is the work 
before us, which records the career of a man 
every way extraordinary. Many of our read- 
ers need not be informed, that Moses Mendel- 
sohn wasa German Jew, of profound acquire- 
ment, both in Hebrew lore and general learn- 
ing; whose philosophic spirit and tempera- 
ment acquired him the name of “ the Jewish 
Plato.” ‘Ihe career of this highly gifted and 
amiable Jew was as honourable as singular. 
Brought up in extreme poverty, by the mere 
force of his own genius and that union of en- 
durance and forbearance which, in a literary 
and philosophic point of view, is possibly the 
surest guide to grand results, he became not 
only a great Hebrew scholar, by classically en- 
dowed in the more general sense of the term, 
and, in particular, a meditative and acute me- 
tapbysician. With all this acquirement, and 
afflicted with very indifferent health, this com-

If Voltaire had be@n hanged or burnt in 
1765, as the Chevalier de la Barre was at Ab- 
beville, the progress of good sense in France 
would have been retarded forty or fifty yeats. 
Voltaire, Fontenelle, and Montesquieu, suc- 
cessfully exposed the Sorbonne and the Uni- 
versity, which were the vanguard of the de- 
spotic throne of Lovis XV.

hind of automaton—the part sustaining him in- 
stead of he the part, like a jack-boot upon a 
dragoon’s leg. It-would glad me to the teeth, if

so much of the professional accomplishment of a 
man-milliner that [ as a modest and consistent 
bachelor pretend not to follow him) when throw- 
ing off all restraint he proceeds in such a prepos- 
terous strain “that the indulgent editor is abso- 
lutely compelled to reach over his hand and 
catch him by the ear to bring him back to any 
thing iuke reason. Miserable S. P. Q.! Unhappy 
Cockney ! Thou critical Gilpin! Theu theatrical 
gosling, why, oh! why wouldst thou be so incon- 
siderate as to o’er leap the modesty of nature!

Cuff was ordered to stand aside, and Phillis was 
sworn.” 

Plaintiff said she did not know how old she was— 
believed she was 16—she looked nearer 26— she lived 
with Hons Schoonmaker—was brought up in the fam- 
ily—she told her case as pathetically as possible. 

Massa Squire,” said she, *¢1 vas gone up to 
Masea-Schoonmaker’s lot, on Shaungum mountain to 
pile brush ; den Cuff, he dat stands dare, cum by vfd 
de teem, he top his l:orses and say, how de do Phillis, 
or as she gave it, probably in Dutch, “+ how gaud tt 
mul you 2” * hail goot,” said ; den massa, he look 
at ne berry hard, and say Phillis, pose you meet me 
in the nite, ven de moon is up, near de barn, I[ got 
sumpting to say—den I say, berry bell Cuff, I vill—he 
went upde moutain, and I vent home—ven I eat my 
supper and milk’dde cows, | say to myself, Phillis, 
pose you go down to de barn, and hear vat Cuff has te 
say. Well massa squire, 1 go, dare was Cuff sure 
enough—he told me heap of tings all bout love—call’d 
me wenus and jewpeter, and other tings vat he got 
ont ofde play-house ven he vent down in de slupe te 
New-York, and he ax’d me if I'd marry him before de 
Dominie, Osterhaut, he vat preaches in Milton, down 
pon Marlbo.’ I say, Cuff, vou make fun onane—-he 
say no, * by mane seal,” 1 vill marry you, Phillis—den 
he gib me dis here as arnest.”” Phillis here drew from 
her huge pocket, an immense pair of scissors, a jack- 
knife, and a wood pipe curiously carved which she of- 
fered as testimony of the promise, and which was 
sworn to as the property of Cuff, who subsequently 
had refused to fulfil the contract. 

Cuff admitted that he had made her a kind of pro- 
mise, but it was conditional. ‘** 1] told her,” massa 
squire, * that she vasa slave anda nigger, and that 
she must wait till the year 27, ben all would be free, 
cording to the new conslitution—den she said, berry 
vell 1 will wait.” Phillis utterly denied the period 
of probation—it was, she said, to take place * ven 
he get he new corduroy breech:s from Cripplely 
Coon, de taylor—he owe tree and six pence, and 
massa Coon won’t let him hab em vidout de money — 
den Cuff he ran avay to Varsing--! send Coon Crook, 
de constable, and he find umat ~handakin, and he 
bring him before you, massa squire.” 

The testimony here closed. The court charged the 
jury, and although the testimony was not conclusive, 
nor the injury very apparent, yet the court was not 
warranted in taking the case out of the hands of the 
jury. 

A promise had evidently been made, and had been 
broken ; some difference existed as to the period 
when the matrimonial contract was to have been ful- 
filled ; and it is equally trne and honorable, as the 
court observed, that in 1827, slavery was to cease in 
our state, and that fact may have warranted the de- 
fendant in the postponement; but of this there was 
no positive proof, and as the parties could not read 
nor write, the presents may be construed into a mar- 
riage promise. The court could see no reason why 
these humble Africans should not, in imitation of 
their betters, appeal to a jury for damages, in such 
cases, but it was advisable not to make those damages 
more enormous than circumstances warranted, but 
sufficient to act as a lesson to these coloured gentry 
in their attempts to imitate fashionable infidelity. 

The jury brought in a verdict of Ten Dollars and 
costs for the plaintiff. The defendant not being able 
to pay, was committed to Kingston jail. where he 
now lies, a martyr to his own folly, and an example 
to all others in like cases offending. 

The court, which was held at budd’s Tavern, New 
Paltz, was excessively crowded. Several reporters 
were present.—Noah’s Advocate.

NINETEENTH OF APRIL. 
We are indebted to the editor of the Boston Ga- 
zette for the following account of the late public cer- 
emonies at Cencord.

The fiftieth anniversary of the memorable battle at 


Concord, in 1775, was celebrated in that town on 
‘Tuesday last, by a military parade, public oration, 
and other interesing exercises, which called together 
a numerous and highly respectable assemblage of la- 
dies and gentlemen—among the latter we noticed the 
Hon. Mr. Webster, Hon. A. H. Everett, His Honor 
the Mayor, and other distinguished citizens. At half 
past 10 o’clock, a procession was formed, which pro- 
ceeded, under escort of the Acton Blues and the Con- 
cord Light Infant:y and Artillery companies, to.the 
public square. where the corner stone of a monument 
in memory of the battle and of those brave men whose 
blood sealed a nation’s ind:pendence, was laid in ma- 
sonic order by Corinthian Lodge, assisted by a number 
of the fraternity from Boston ; the ceremony was em- 
inently interesting and impressive. Soon after the 
laying of the corner stone, the precession was again 
formed, and conducted to the meeting-house, where 
an appropriate prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
Ripley of Concord, after which, the Hon. Edward 
Everett delivered an Oration in his usual eloquent and 
happy manner. He spoke upwards of two hours, dur- 
ing which time not the least uneasiness was percepti- 
ble among his auditors, but all appeared to listen to 
him with attention and admiration. The oration will 
probably be published, for it is worthy of its author, 
and the great occasion that elicited it. ‘The oration 
was succeeded by a patriotic Ode from the pen of Dr. 
Percival, which we have given below, as well as a 
Hymn from the pen of the Rev. Mr. Flint, and a Song, 
written by our friend Finn, of the Theatre. After 
the ceremonies at the meeting-house, the procession 
proceeded to the hotel, where about three hundred 
partook of an excellent dinner. The celebration end- 
ed by a public ball, which was numerously attended 


by the ladies and gentlemen of Coneord and the neigh- | 


boring towns ; we have conversed with a friend who 
was present, and he informs us that they kept at up 
i2ll fuur o’elock in the morning. We had almost for- 
got to mention that we counted in the mecting-house 
about seventy of the surviving patriots of the revolu- 
tion, many of whom took an active part in the Con- 
cord Fight, and could testify to the fidelity with which 
the orator portrayed the eventful scenes of the 19th 
of April, 1775. 


The following Hymn, written for the occasion, by 
the Rev. James Flint, of Salem, was sung by a select 
choir—-Tune, ** Old Hundred.”
